m oa in O ctober, just about th e tim e th a t 
th e situation began to be seriously com ­ 
plicated, and rem ain ed there until the 
1st of F ebruary.

He says th a t they 
h ad passed seven fruit cara loaded w ith 
gold und nuggets. 
H e also m entioned 
th e fact th a t a well-know n R epublican 
politician, who was in th e party, h a 1 
captured th e m achine at Tia Ju u n a and 
w as preparing to hold prim aries. Strange 
to say, th e carload story was n o t cred­ 
ited. 
Advices received from the m ines all 
corroborate th e dispatch which appeared 
in th e H e r a l d on M onday m orning, say­ 
ing, “ They a re a sell.”

Borne tim e ago 
th ere was an in undation of a considerable 
d istrict in M exico, a graphic account of 
w hich was published in L a Crónica.

num ber of th e readers of the p aper were 
profoundly m oved

way of th e flood of w afers, and they set 
to work to tak e up a subscription for th eir 
benefit. 
A bout forty dollars was raised, 
w hich, together w ith a p ap er givm g th e 
nam es of th e donors and th e object for 
which it w as subscribed, was fen t to 
editor Tem ple. 
H e w as instructed to 
tu rn it over to th e proper au thority, 
nam ely th e M exican C onsul, w ho should 
forw ard it to the scene of th e disaster. 
W hen th e m oney was received, L a 
tro n ica cam e out with an article in 
which a glowing tribute w as paid to tho 
generosity of thoee who h ad put th ro u g h 
th e m ovem ent, and the receipt of th e 
m oney w as acknowledged. The M exican 
Consul w aited day after day, expecting 
to have th e last ch ap ter of the arrange­ 
m ent en acted and to have th e m oney 
com m itted to his trust.

The only hindrance 
to traffic on th at road, how ever, was a t 
Rincon P oint, south of Santa B arbara, 
w here a m ud w ash broke over th e rails 
and delayed all trains three hours. 
In 
the hills to the w est of this city the fall 
was rem arkably furious a nd had tho effect 
of stopping all trains on th e Santa M onica 
branch of the Los Angeles and Pacific 
road, an d 
it w as as m uch as th e 
C ahuenga V alley line could do to keep 
running. 
C ontrary to expectations, no 
w ashouts were reported from th e desert*, 
the w est-bound o verland being bulletined 
‘‘On tim e .” 
In th is city, a t daybreak yestprday 
m orning, th e rain cam e pouring down 
and S pring street had for a tim e the ap ­ 
pearance of a riv er. 
T h e water poured 
dow n T em ple an d Second streets in tor­ 
ren ts, a n d it w as im possible for pedes­ 
trian s to cross the 
streets if 
they 
w ere n ot provided w ith rubber boots. It 
continued to rain quite heavily until 9 
o’clock, a n d in consequence about one- 
half of th e school c hildren stayed at hom e.

Regular Meeting Yesterday 
Afternoon. 


TWO BAILROAD PROJECTS. 


Reports of 
Standing Committees 
Disenssed—An Exposition 
Proposed. 


The Chamber of Commerce held its 
regalar monthly meeting at the Union 
League Clnb hall on First street yester­ 
day afternoon at 3 o’clock, President 
Jones in the chair and about seventy-five 
members present. 
After the reading of 
the minutes, reports of standing commit­ 
tees were in order. 
The Committee on 
Motive Power gave the following report, 
signed by its chairm an, Sutherland H at­ 
ton : 
“ The product, at present, of oil is about 
25,000 barrels a month outside of the 
am onnts used for fuel at the wells, di­ 
vided as follows: 
Ventura county, 16,­ 
000 barrels; Los Angeles county, 9,000. 
The new develepments, consisting of 
w ells, drilling and tunnels, are as fol­ 
lows : Hardison & Stewart and Lerpe 
Oil companies in Ventura county, five 
«■ells drilling and one tunnel. Well No. 
21 of the Hardison & Stewart is a heavy 
gasper, the force being so great as to in 
commode the 
drilling. 
There 
hat 
oeen some talk of utilizing this gas by 
piping it to Santa Paula. The other four 
wells will come in in about thirty days. 
Well No. 2 of the Ventura Coal Oil com­ 
pany is but just commenced, and ss this 
is in new, undeveloped territory, will be 
watched with much interest.” 
The report then discusses other possi­ 
ble oil localities and what has been done 
toward developing them ; also the va­ 
rious other kinds of fuel which may be 
available in Los Angeles. 
The Committee on Immigration was 
not ready to report, but the Chairman, 
D. Gilbert Dexter, spoke very strongly in 
favor of an organized effort to persuade 
the railroads to make temporary reduc­ 
tions in freight and passenger rates to 
start immigration again. He also spoke 
of th e advantages of good articles on the 
section in Eastern papers. 
It was moved and carried that the 
committee be instructed to talk with the 
railroads on the matter. 
The Committee on Mines and Mining 
reported through their Chairman, Gen. 
E. P . Johnson. The subject of smelting 
works to be located in this city was dis­ 
cussed, and strong reasons were urged 
why this should be the depot for the de­ 
livery of ores to be worked for a large 
section of mining country. 
The Committee on Statistics recom­ 
mended through their Chairman. J. M. 
Davis, in favor of a careful and syste­ 
matic compilation of commercial statis­ 
tics relative to this section. 
The Committee on Legislation, Judge 
Haynes, Chairman, reported that it had 
made recommendations from time to 
time to the Legislature, but without avail. 
The visits of Senators H earst and Stan­ 
ford to San Pedro, brought about by the 
action of the committee, had resulted in 
an item of $500,000 in the River and 
Harbor appropriatiqp bill for the devel­ 
opment of the harbor at San Pedro. 
The Committee on Parks and Boule­ 
vards had no report to make. It was 
moved and carried that this committee 
be instructed to request the city to set 
apart the district in the western part of 
the city where the petroleum wells are 
located for a public park. 
The Committee on Hotels reported 
that the various hostelries of the city 
were all doing a good business. 
The Committee on Health and Sanita­ 
tion reported th at the health of the city 
was good, and the death rate decreasing. 
The Committee on Membership re­ 
ported a list of names, which, after some 
discussion, were voted upon as a whole, 
and the following became thereby mem­ 
bers of this Cham ber: 
N. Bonfilo, Henry Bohrman, T. A. 
Archibald, A. C. Shafer, U. S. G. Glick, 
William Niles, E F. Spence, J . M. Elli­ 
ott. J. A. Fairchild, Schoder. Johnson & 
Co., K. Cabn, J. Ell wood, Sierra Madre 
Vintage Co., Crane Bros. Manufacturing 
Co., Harper & Reynolds, Howell & Craig, 
J . W. Robinson, A. W oikman, W . T. 
Carskaddon. 
The Treasurer reported that he had re­ 
ceived $779.62 since the 1st of January, 
of which $71.22 remained. 
It was moved and carried that the 
three committees, on Land, on Manufac­ 
tures and on Commerce, ballot for a 
member of the District Agricultural As­ 
sociation. 
A petition was then read addressed to 
the Postmaster-General, asking for a 
daily mail service between Mojave and 
Owens valley, in Inyo county. 
Mr. Mulholland was asked to address 
the meeting on the m atter of this peti­ 
tion and the proposed railroad connec­ 
tion between Mojave and Keeler. 
Mr. Mulholland took the floor and 
SDoke for about fifteen minutes, detailing 
in graphic language and with forcible ar­ 
gument the advantages which would ac­ 
crue to Los Angeles through the connec­ 
tion. He estimated the annual trade of 
Owens Valley at three-fourths of a mil­ 
lion of dollars, all of which goes to San 
Francisco. From Keeler, the present 
term inus of the road, ore is sent 600 
miles to b© smelted. It might belter be 
brought here and worked in tkiB city. 
Marble could be put down in this city 
cheaper than pressed brick. Potatoes, 
bay at e< ven dollars a ton, and all kinds of 
farm produce, which 
at 
present 
is 
shipped all the way from the Fast, could 
be delivered here. Owens Valiev can 
support 75.000 people, who would all b 
cuetoraers of Los Angeles, and would in 
time help to supply and cheapen its m ar­ 
kets. The reason why the Carson and 
Colorado was not extended was that one 
of its chief owners was a San Francisco 
man, who was unwilling to see the trade 
divided. 
Mr. M ulholland’s remarks were heart­ 
ily applauded. 
It was moved that the 
Committee on Commerce be instructed 
to confer with the 
Southern Pacific 
officials who were soon to visit the city 
and endeavor to interest them in the 
m atter. 
It was also decided that a spe­ 
cial committee be appointed to secure ad­ 
ditional signatures to the petition for a 
daily mail service. 
Notice was given of an amendment to 
the constitution, changing the quorum 
of the Board of Directors from nine to five 
members. 
Mr. Taylor, of Southern Utah, was 
then called npon to speak of the iron and 
coal interests of that section. 
He spoke 
of the need of railway connection and 
the advantages to be gained by Loe An­ 
geles. He described the wealth of South­ 
ern Utah in iron, coal and other mineral 
products, and showed how a railroad 
would develop these resources and help 
to enrich this city. 
After Mr. Taylor concluded his re­ 
marks, a vote of thanks and an expres­ 
aron of sym pathy was extended to him 


and to Mr. Mulholland. The appropriate 
committees were instructed to take the 
matters proposed by them under con­ 
sideration. 
The President explained that the pres­ 
ence of H. M. Yenngton, the President 
of the Carson and Colorado road, had 
been expected and that he would be in 
the city in s few days. 
Mr. Hughes was given an opportunity 
to explain a plan which he had for a 
grand exposition to take place in this 
city next winter, of the products of the 
section, industrial and agricultural. 
I t w as moved and carried that the 
Cham ber endorse the plan and that it be 
made the subject of Bpecial discussion at 
a meeting to be called for that purpose 
on March 20th, and that the various 
horticultural and agricultural societies 
be requested to be present. 
The Chamber then adjourned to that 
date. 


OLD TIMES. 


A Seasonable R ew ln u c en ce-A Spirit 
A necdote. 
There were few men in California who 
could be compared with Don Mateo 
Keller in strong sense, clear headedness 
and width and depth of acquired knowl­ 
edge. As a raconteur he was one of the 
most interesting men we ever encount­ 
ered. In addition to a degree of eelf- 
cnlture and an extent of reading in which 
but few surpassed him , he was possessed 
of a dry and sarcastic humor and a na­ 
tive wit that was instant and racy of the 
the soil of his mother island, so re­ 
nowned for her Grattans and her Currans, 
Don Mateo was one of our earliest 
most extensive and successful vignerons 
His weak spot was in the belief that he 
had succeeded in manufacturing a port 
wine that was equal in all respects to 
the famous brands of Oporto, and when­ 
ever distinguished strangers visited his 
place on Alameda street he would al 
ways bring out a bottle of his favorite 
vintage. 
It was in the winter of 1873 that a not­ 
able party of Englishmen, accompanied 
by the famous Stephen H. Massett, the 
composer and brilliant good-fellow, better 
known in early days as “ Jeemes Pipes, 
of Pipesville,” paid Don Mateo a visit. 
The weather was atrocious, and we had 
had a steady downpour for two or three 
weeks. 
Keller was in an hospitable 
mood, and soon broached one of his fa­ 
vorite bottles of wine. 
“ There’s a port from the juice of my 
own grapes and manufactured bv myself, 
which I consider very superior.” 
The glasses were filled, and the guests 
sipped the amber-colored liquid. All 
but Massett pronounced it excellent. 
Don Mateo noticed that Steve drank 
very 
sparingly, 
and insisted on his 
opimon of the quality of the wine. 
"A h ,’’.said the witty composer, 
like it well enongh. 
It will do. 
You 
know I ’m an old traveler, and I am al­ 
ways satisfied with any port in a storm !’ 
“ Y es,” said Keller, quickly, “ and ' 
should judge from some of your music 
that you are sometimes indifferent about 
the bars.” 
The Bally and the retort were received 
with laughter, and thawed the ice of 
ceremony so completely that the party 
kept up a round of good humor and m er­ 
rim ent until they had thoroughly dis­ 
cussed samples of every wine in Don 
Mateo’s spacious cellars. 
Another amusing anecdote of this dis­ 
tinguished Los Angeleno was the experi­ 
ence he had had with a famous medium 
who had “ bowed down to drunkenness, 
an abject worshiper.” 
Notwithstanding 
Don Mateo’s strong practical sense, he 
had become a thorough believer in eprit- 
nalism. 
He would fly off at a tangent 
upon that 
subject 
in 
the 
midst 
of the most matter-of-fact conversations. 
One of his favorite illustrations of the 
truth of his faith was to tell, in his down­ 
right, irresistible way, the incident al­ 
luded to above. The hard-drinking me­ 
dium, to whom he had given food anu 
shelter in the house at his Rising Sun 
Vineyard, in the lower part of Alameda 
street, was in the habit of comiDg into 
town every evening and filling up. Don 
Mateo could tolerate this; but he took 
exception to the fact that Jackson (for 
that 
was - his 
name) would 
keep 
up the debauch the next day. 
By plac 
ing a watch upon his man, he discovered 
th at he was in the habit of carrying a 
bottle home with him every night, and 
this it was that furnished the inebriating 
supply for the succeeding day. Keller 
determined to break up the habit. One 
moonlight night he and a couple of 
friends followed Jackeon to the vineyard, 
and saw that after he passed the gate he 
proceeded to a haystack, dug a hole in 
the stack, inserted the 
bottle well 
in, 
and 
then 
plugged 
up 
the 
hole 
with 
hay. 
After 
he 
had 
done 
this and retired, the watchers 
went to the stack, took out the bottle, 
and at the suggestion of one of the crowd 
they hid it under the stoop. Don Mateo 
wanted to destroy the bottle, because he 
said it would be impossible to hide it 
anywhere so that he conld not find it. The 
others, however, thought it would be a 
good test of his powers, and their plan 
prevailed. 
“ What do you think!” said Don Mateo 
to us when he was relating the incident 
“ We all stayed at the house that nightt 
and the next morning we saw Jackson 
get up and go furtively to the haystack. 
When he found the bottle gone he stood 
still for a while, and seemed to commune 
with some invisible spirit. In less time 
than you could say ‘Jack Robinson,’ he 
walked straight to the stoop and pulled 
out the bottle of whisky. I tell you, that 
test shook the unbelief of my friends." 
“ How did you account for it? ” 
asked. 
“ Well, you see, in the spirit world as 
in this, like seeks like. I have no doubt 
that Jackson was infected by a familiar 
spirit that had been a drunkard through 
life, and, knowing how it was himself, 
he came to his relief and told him where 
we had hid the bottle.” 
“ What became of Jackson ?” 
“ Oh, I stood him as long as I could; 
but he got worse and worse, and I wan 
finally forced to send him away. 
But he 
was a powerful medium whenever you 
could keep him sober.”

NEW M IN ES. 


Ktlcb L o c a tio n s M ad* 1 " S an B *r ' 
n a rd ln o C ounty* 
Mesura. V. H. Liddell and J . C. Hoy 
have just returned from a three or four 
m onths’ trip to the Colorado river, where 
they have been prospecting and locating 
mineral 
ledges 
for 
themselves 
and 
friends. 
They brought hack with them 
a number of samples of the ore which 
they 
took 
from 
the various claims 
in 
that 
country. 
If 
their 
report 
be 
true, 
the 
region 
they 
vis­ 
ited must be one of the wealthiest in the 
country. There is no need, however, 
for a rush in that direction, for the claims 
have all been taken up, and none of them 
are for sale. 
It is a well known fact that 
the famous “ Black Metal” mine, about 
two and a half miles from the Colorado 
river, in San Bernardino county, owned 
by Messrs. Monahan, Murphy and Ma­ 
guire, is one of the richest in the coun­ 
try, and Colonel I. R . Dunkelberger’s 
mine known as the “ Rincon” is also in 
this vicinity, which is about forty miles 
below The Needles. 
Col. Dunkolberger 
has here a large stamp mill, and some 
three years ago Mr. Hoy went to the vi­ 
cinity to put this mill together. 
W hile 
there he noticed that the formation of 
the country seemed to be favorable for 
leads of paying ore, and several months 
ago, in company with Mr. Liddell, he re­ 
turned to that part of the State. 
They 
spent some three months tramping over 
the country and thoroughly prospecting 
the leads that they discovered. 
They 
were working in the interest of several 
friends, and filed claims for Messrs. D. 
W . Field, George K. Seip, F . R . Liddell 
and themselves. 
They are now making 
arrangements to have a smelter erected 
in that vicinity. 
The mines located are 
described as follows: 
_ 
Clipper and Rover mines, about two 
miles west of the Black Metal mine, and 
five miles from the Colorado river. 
This 
ledge is given as being twenty feet wide, 
and in plain view. 
J . C. Hoy is the 
owner. 
The Golden Rule aud Golden 
Chief mines belong to V. R . Liddell, and 
are located on the same lead as the first 
mentioned. 
Two othtr mines on this lead have been 
lotrated, and are in the names of ü . W. 
Field and of Liddell and Field. 
The Golden Eagle mine, on the same 
lead, is in the name of George E. Seip. 
This vein of ore extends a distance of 
about 7,500 feet, and is from two and a 
half to eight feet in width. 
The ore will 
produce about thirty per cent, copper and 
on an average $75 per ton gold. 
It is 
what is called refractory ore, and will 
have to be worked in a smelter. 
The lead shows the entire distance and 
it will not be difficult to work. 
There is 
a road not far away, leading to the river, 
and the grade is all down. 
The At ica mine, belonging to F . R. 
Liddell and J . C. Hoy, is located about 
300 yards from Colonel Dunkelberger’s 
Rincon mine. 
It is located directly on 
the bank of the river and the lead runs 
backward for 1,000 feet. 
It is from 3 to 
4 feet wide, and the ore averages from 
$400 to $500 gold per ton. 
The Magenta mine, owned by F . R. 
Liddell, is alBo near the Rincon miue, 
and has a 4-foot ledge of solid ore, aver­ 
aging about 60 per cent, copper and $150 
gold per ton. 
The Nevada mine,owned by V. R . Lid­ 
dell and J . C- Hoy, is of the same char­ 
acter as the Magenta and is in the same 
vicinity. 
The discovery of these leads in San 
Bernardino county is only what has been 
expected by those who are familiar with 
that part of the country, and when they 
are worked, as they will be shortly, it is 
probable that the Needles will become 
quite a mining center. 
From statements 
made by Mr. Hoy it appears that there is 
nothing lacking to make their successful 
operation assured. 
Wood is very cheap 
there 
and 
water 
is 
plentiful. 
A line 
of 
steamers already 
paases 
up and down the 
river and if 
the 
emelter is located on its banks there 
will be no trouble in transporting the ore 
to it. 
For about two months in the year 
the weather is almost too warm to work, 
but the rest of the year can be used 
without the loss of a day. 
The smelter, 
when it is completed, will find plenty of 
work, for the Black Metal mine has al­ 
ready 1,000 tons of ore on the dumps and 
2,000 tonR more in sight. 
The other 
mines will be worked as soon as the 
smelter is ready for work. 
In the course 
of a few days specimens of the ore will 
be on exhibition at the California Bank, 
at Mr. D. W . Field’s office and in the 
City Clerk’s office. 


A PASAD EN A M UDDLE. 


I t appears that the Pasadena authori 
ties have probably gotten themselves into 
considerable trouble over their outfall 
sewer, and it is possible that if the pres­ 
ent arrangement is carried ont,the matter 
may find its way into the courts. 
Under 
the law of 1887, when a city desires to 
construct a sewer and pay for the same 
with the money received from the sale of 
bonds, the first thing to be done is to 
pass an ordinance, describing the work 
to be done and declaring its necessity. 
The Pasadena Council 
followed this 
course, and declared an outfall sewer to 
be a necessity. 
The ordinance adopted 
was numbered 69, and in describing the 
purpose for which the bonds were to be 
issued, said that the sewer was to be 
made 
of 
‘ vitrified 
salt - glazed” 
sewer 
pipe 
of 
certain 
sizes. 
By 
the terms of this ordinance, it was im­ 
perative that the pipe should be “ vitrified 
salt-glazed.” Following the adoption of 
this ordinance and under the law, a spe­ 
cial election was held, and the people 
voted in favor of issuing the bondB, the 
money to be derived from the sale of 
which was to be devoted to the payment 
for the construction of the sewer of “ vi- 
tritied salt-glazed” pipe. 
Following this 
contracts for the construction of the sew­ 
ers with “ vitrified salt-glazed” pipe were 
then drawn up, and bids for furnishing 
this pipe were invited. These came in, 
and with them bids for furnishing other 
kinds of pipe. 
The Council accepted a 
bid for au ordinary dipped clay pipe, 
said

pipe, or whether the Conncilmen or 
“ Trustees,” having gone outside ot the 
authority given them by the votes of the 
people, will be individually liable. These 
are some very interesting points of law 
which are troubling Pasadena people just 
at present, and they may delay the con­ 
struction of the sewer.

Prayer having been offered, Mr. Moody 
advanced to the front and began his ser­ 
mon. 
He first read a number of verses 
from the eighth chapter of Ecclesiastes, 
and also from the twelfth chapter of the 
same book, and the sixth chapter of the 
Galatians. 
Whatsoever a man soweth, that also 
shall he reap,’ is the particular text I wish 
to call your attention to,” saidjthe evangel­ 
ist. 
“ Man will always reap what he 
sows. 
You have instances of it in the 
papers every day, of criminals being 
brought 
to 
justice 
years 
after 
the 
commission 
of 
their 
crimes. 
It is a mystery to me hbw anyone can 
look around on what is going on in this 
world and yet not believe it. 
It 1b the 
tru th ; God’s eternal decree and must be 
believed. 
And this is a text that applies 
to all without exception, to minister and 
sinner, to millionaire and to pauper. 
I 
will divide my sermon into four sections 
to-night for 
I 
want 
to drive 
that 
text, 
you must 
sow 
as you reap, 
down 
deep 
into 
your souls. 
First, 
a man expects to reap as he sows, then 
he expects to reap the same kind—it is a 
law of nature; if you sow wheat you 
don’t expect to get turnips. 
There is 
nothing more solemn in the Bible, for it 
is as true in the spiritual as in the natur- 
world. 
Curse before your children, and 
they will curse before you, later on. And 
I want to say right here, that it is the 
strongest temperance text in the Bible. 
You sow whisky and you’ll reap drunk­ 
ards—there is not a man on earth can 
afford to sell liquor, for the curse will 
surely come home to him . 
Some people 
think that unless the curse comes to 
them personally,it has not been launched, 
but you will find that it has struck one 
of the members of their families. 
There 
is Jacob. 
A man asked mo where God 
ever punished Jacob for his rascality. 
Why, you remember Isaac, his old blind 
father, 
wanted 
some 
venison, 
and 
Jacob 
fooled 
him and 
got 
Esau’s 
birthright. 
Jaco b ’s son’s sold 
their 
brother Jacob’s favorite Pon into Egypt 
and 
lied 
to their father as to his 
fate. 
That 
is how 
Jacob was pun­ 
ished—according to his dues, as God had 
promised. 
Did you ever notice that if a 
man is a liar, everyone W ill lie to him, 
and a rascal will have rascals about him ? 
It is so. 
Look again at the case of David, was 
not he punished for his sins. 
I do not 
know of any instance in the Bible which 
shows so clearly that God will treat a 
man according to his deeds. 
There is 
one text that I would like to see in the 
house of everyone, and that is ‘Be Sure 
Your Sin W ill Find You ©ut.’ 
Mother 
and father I beg of you to look well to 
what kind of seed yon are sowing; if you 
blacken some one’s charai ter, some cne 
will blacken yours. 
Then again you 
must not forget that you will reap more 
than you wil 1 sow. 
If you put a bushel 
of wheat seed into the ground you expect 
to get back ten bushels, do you not? and 
it is the same with your sins. 
There is 
a man in the Ohio penitentiary now, un­ 
less death has released him lately, who 
has been in the prison forty years. 
He 
was once a farmer and his ranch Btood 
where the town of Cleveland now 
The railroad company wanted to go 
through his place, but be objected aud 
they forced their way through. 
One 
dark 
night 
an 
obstruction 
was 
placed 
on 
the 
track 
and 
there 
was a terrible wreck. 
The farmer was 
brought up charged with doing it and he 
was sent to prison for life. 
Since he has 
been in jail the town of Cleveland has 
sprung up and made him a m illionaire; 
‘but what good has it done him in his 
convict life? 
Has not he reaped more 
than he sowi d, think you, my friends? 
“ Now I come to the fourth section of 
my remarks, and that is that ignorance 
of the kind of seed you are sowing is no 
excuse. 
Let me tell you that if you 
swear at the Bible and will not take 
counsel from it, your punishment will be 
just as bitter when the day of reckoning 
comes. 
God will pardon you your sins, 
but certain consequences you have got to 
reap, and although by your reformation 
you will gather a golden harvest yet you 
will find thistles in it, the consequences 
of your early follies coming back to you.

I never aeked him directly what

meant,

drunkard’s life, and doubtless thought 
that he was irrevocably on the downward 
path. 
There are certain consequences 
that must come back to you, but turn, my 
friends, to-night, and sow good seed now, 
that you may reap abundantly therefrom 
hereafter.”

part some San Diego newspapers have 
played in fanning a humbug excitem ent; 
and, consequently, it is hostile to San 
Diego. 
As it denounced in unmeasured 
term s the part the Tribune has played in 
the same infamous work in this city, 
ergo, it must be inimical to Los Angeles, 
in which that rara a iit of a journal is 
published. 
Our 
contemporary takes 
great liberties with the intelligence of its 
few readers, but even they must by this 
time be revolted by its outrages against 
common sense. 
The fact is that, of all the frauds,w ith­ 
out basis and underlined with the pure 
sw indler’s instinct, that have ever been 
played in the southern country, this 
Santa Clara mountain placers business 
has been the boldest and most infamous. 
The placers aro a fraud, a delusion and a 
snare—a salted proposition, buttressed 
by wild Mexican roorbacks. The placer 
proposition having already outlined it­ 
self as a fraud, the Jerem y Diddlers, 
newspapers and others, who lied worse 
than many-tongued Rumor about the 
placers, have now fallen back upon the 
probability that 
great 
quartz lodes 
will 
be 
discovered 
as 
a 
result 
of the incursion into Lower California of 
a concourse of deluded and swindled 
prospectors. 
Stuff and nonsense! The quartz lodes 
are a bigger fraud, if such a thing were 
possible, than the placers themselves. 
That whole region has been prospected a 
hundred times by skillful miners, and 
there is no commercial proposition there. 
Excellent mines have been for years, 
and are being now worked, in the Julian, 
Banner and Stonewall mining districts of 
San Diego county, and the work of de­ 
velopment would have been carried 
years ago to the adjoining Lower Cali­ 
fornia mountains if they had not been 
tried and found wanting. 
Thus, the placers being now acknow­ 
ledged humbugs, the quartz proposition 
being a greater humbug, the dernier ressort 
of our foolish contemporary fails it. 
The Tribune, in its pointless strictures 
of the H e r a l d , says th at we have aban­ 
doned agriculture to deride the mining 
interests upon which San Diego will grow 
rich. Our contemporary is mistaken. 
We are still upon the subject of agricul­ 
ture—that species of the science which 
Wilkie Collins called “ moral agricul­ 
ture,” viz., the working of the credulous 
for all there is in it on the principle upon 
which you would work a field for turnips. 
Wilkie Collins’s “ moral agriculturists’ 
were what in the good old days, preced­ 
ing the modern euphemistic ways of 
speech, were called sharpers and confi­ 
dence people. This element figures very 
prominently all through this Santa Clara 
m ining fake. 
Thu ordinary swindler 
only robs a man of hia money. This 
compound, comminuted fraud despoils 
the hard bested victim of money, time, 
peace of mind and reputation for good 
sense, all at one fell swoop. 


S a m J o n e s now says that San F ran­ 
cisco is the wickedest city he ever saw. 
When he was here Los Angeles enjoyed 
that superlative distinction, and after 
that Sacramento came into the same 
“ bad eminence.” It may be one of Sam's 
modes of conversion by terror to repeat 
this kind of denunciation wherever he 
goes. 
W hat astonishes us is that he 
finds out the wicked points 
of our 
cities 
in 
so 
short 
a 
time. 
If he forms bis conclusions from hear­ 
say, he must be imposed upon; and if 
they are the result of his personal obser 
vat ion he m ust get into very curious 
places. 
How ever he may get his infor­ 
m ation, it cannot be true that every Cali­ 
fornia city he goes to is the wickedest 
city he ever saw. But then nobody ex­ 
pects Sam to be very nice about the 
truth of his assertions. 


U p till 5 o’clock yesterday evening, the 
rain-fall summed up 2.23 inches, making 
the raiu-fall for the season 14.27 inches, 
both figures according to the United 
States Signal office in this city. It began 
at 2 o’clock yesterday morning, and, 
after an intermission of an hour, poured 
down with great violence for a while, re­ 
sulting in floods in certain portions of the 
city. Alam eda Btreet was almost a run­ 
ning stream in the early morning hours, 
as were many of the adjoining thorough- 
lares, the locomotives plowing through 
w ater which was in places over a foot 
deep. 
The rain continued at intervals 
all through yesterday. W hile this last 
downpour was not absolutely needed, it 
came along most opportunely, and in­ 
sures the largest crops ever grown in 
Los Angeles county. A very agreeable 
feature of it is th at it extended through­ 
out the whole State—the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin valleys and the Bay coun­ 
ties sharing it equally with the Coast and 
Southern counties. It m eans millions 
this season, as the wheat crop of the 
U nited States will be short as compared 
w ith previous years. 


Two q u it e interesting addresses were 
delivered before the Chamber of Com­ 
merce yesterday. The first was by Mr. 
Mulholland, who for some time past has 
interested himself in the opening of rail­ 
way communication between Los Angeles 
and Inyo county. He made a very inter­ 
esting exhibit of the vast agricultural, 
horticultural and mineral products of the 
section which he represents. He fur­ 
nished facts and figures which showed 
that fully three-quarters of a million dol­ 
lars’ worth of trade goes to San Francisco 
yearly that ought to come to Los Ange­ 
les. Considering that a very short gap 
separates Keeler, the southern terminus 
of the Carson and Colorado railway 
from Mojave, where the road thus ex 
tended would have the choice of two 
transcontinental lines to this city, our 
people ought to take an active interest in 
bridging the distance. 
Mr. Mulholland 
was followed by Mr. Thomas Taylor, of 
Cedar City, Iron county, Utah, who made 
a pointed and instructive speech, which 
dem onstrated the great benefits which 
would accrue to our people by a connec­ 
tion with his section. Mr.Taylor exhibited 
specimens of coal and iron ore which 
sustained the statements which he made 
to the H e r a i.d some uaysago, and which 
were embodied in an editorial in this 
journal. Our people ought to take a 
practical interest in these matters, and 
do something substantial in the way 
fostering 
enterprises 
which 
are 
strikingly calculated to 
advance our 
prosperity. The only subsidy ever made 
by the county of Los Angeles had such 
rem arkably beneficial results, that 
ought to have no hesitation at least in .in­ 
vesting individual capital in projects 
which will increase the scope of our 
trade, and give us cheap fuel and iron, 
and abundant gold and silver ores to sup­ 
ply the smelter» which will probably 
figure here in the near future. 


T h e Liberal meeting at 8t. Jam es's Hall 
in London, last evening, was presided 
over by John Morley, who made the 
opening address. I t was a very power­ 
ful arraignment of the Times and a phi­ 
lippic against the Government for having 
actively engaged with that paper in a 
league to destroy an innocent man. 
He 
said that the House of Commons would 
have something to say about this feature 
of the persecution, and congratulated the 
Liberal party of England on its courage 
ami patriotism in extending to Ireland 
the hand of fellowship. The meeting 
m arks a turn of the tide in English pub­ 


lic opinion which will be very likely to 
continue until Gladstone is again called 
to power. 


I n all m atters relating to contracts, 
citieB, of what class soever, cannot be too 
cautious in observing all legal forms and 
requirements. Ju st now our fellow citi­ 
zens of Pasadena are in a peck of trouble 
from not having complied with this ob­ 
vious dictate of common sentse and busi­ 
ness requirement. 
The City Council of 
the "Crown of the Valley,” being anx­ 
ious, and very properly, to provide thern- 
eelves with outfall sewer facilities, ad­ 
vertised for proposals to furnish that cor­ 
poration with vitrified salt-glazed sewer 
pipe, advertising 
at the 
same time 
for the sewer work itself. 
Instead 
of insisting upon the class of pipe par­ 
ticularized in the official advertisement, 
the Council accepted ordinary "dip” 
pipe, and here the trouble begins. The 
capitalists decline to buy the bonds be­ 
cause the material for which they were 
issued is not what the specifications of 
the Council call for. The contractors 
who furnish the "d ip ” pipe want money 
and not bonds. 
And so the matter 
stands, to the great disgruntlement of all 
the parties concerned. As we under­ 
stand the muddle, the contractors pro­ 
pose to sue for their money, and they 
are in doubt w hether to sue the City of 
Pasadena or the members of the Council 
individually. 
A little attention to the 
details of their official work would save 
the “ Crown of the Valley” City Fathers 
a heap of trouble.

The Great Irish Patriot Con­ 
gratulated.

L o n d o n , M arch 1 3 .— S t. James Hall 
was crowded with people this evening 
anxious to hear Parnell’s speech. 
Par­ 
nell received an ovation. lie expressed 
his gratitude, and said he felt sure his 
countrymen in 
Ireland, America and 
Australia would be equally glad on hear­ 
ing of this reception. 
He would not 
enter into details of the charges and 
allegations against him. 
He had not 
said his last say on the subject, but he 
wished to reserve the last word for the 
witness box and the House of Ccmmons. 
The Commission had been a scandalous 
waste of money. 
The hall was handsomely decorated 
with flags and mottoes. 
In opening the 
meeting the Chairman, John Morley, 
said he had never seen so great a meet­ 
ing as this, nor one on behalf of a nobler 
cause. " I bear a message,” said Morley, 
"from tbe great chief who, despite hia 
years, would have attended, had he not 
been entreated to spare himself. 
He 
would not spare himself of his own free 
will, because he sees the time rapidly 
approaching when we shall, cautiously 
ana deliberately, step by step, but surely, 
unfalteringly and unflinchingly get to 
the bottom of these Irish proceedings. 
"The resolutions which our committee 
have framed express the deliberate judg­ 
ment, deep feeling and stern, resolute, 
deliberate purpose of a great party which 
has uever yet taken up a cause without 
carrying it through. 
“ 1 do not want you to understand Par 
nell’s presence to-night as binding him 
and his friends and countrymen to our 
party. Parnell’s first duty is to Ireland. 
He lias no right to think of our parties 
except in relation to Ireland. 
1 look for­ 
ward to the day when, still remaining 
the firBt Irish leader and statesman, l’ar- 
nell will be able to partake, and to draw- 
united Ireland to partake, in the great 
fabric of the free government of the em ­ 
pire of which wo are striving to make 
Ireland an integral, incorporated, recon­ 
ciled and equal member. 
[Cheers.] 
"W hether the Tories or the Liberals 
carry Home Rule, there is one glory of 
which they can never deprive us. The 
Tories can never deprive the L itarais of 
the glory' of being the first to soothe Irish 
distrust, extinguish British 
prejudice, 
and extend the right hand of fellowship; 
the first to speak to Ireland in the ac­ 
cents of manhood, and to show her that 
we are resolved to act upon the principle 
of doing to others as we would be done 
to.” [Cheers.] 
Referring to the Times case, Mr. Mor­ 
ley said: 
“ A more scandalous betrayal 
of a great trust has never been made by 
a great journal. A more desperate exhi­ 
bition has never been made of blind, 
headstrong, reckless, malevolent, politi­ 
cal passions. 
[Loud cheers.] 
Before 
many days the House of Commons 
will 
be aBked to 
pronounce 
what 
tbe Times has been 
guilty 
of as, 
probably, a false and malicious libel. If 
the Government will not do so, the Op­ 
position will. [Cheers.] The publication 
of this false and malicious libel, on the 
morning of a division, constitutes an ag­ 
gravation of the offense which even this 
Government is bound to notice and pun­ 
ish. [Hear, hear.] There will be other 
forms of retribution. The Times, that 
great Jupiter that does indeed forge 
thunderbolts daughter and cheers), is 
much less important than Her Majesty’s 
Government. 
If the ministry had pos­ 
sessed a spark of that austere neutrality 
which ought to belong to a Governm ent; 
if it had possessed anything but the 
meanest, most virulent and vindictive 
partisanship, it would have stood aloof 
and left the newspaper to prove the 
charges which it ought never to have 
made if it had not the proofs.” 
Morley severely censured the conduct 
of Attorney-General Webster which, lie 
saiil, would be discussed in Parliament 
Monday, and denounced the assistance 
given by the Government to the Times. 
Honorable customers of the Times were 
mortified and chagrined because an lion 
orable m an had cleared himself of infa­ 
mous charges, and they were bad enough 
still to hope that something might be 
found out. The Home Rule controversy 
turns 
upon 
the 
question 
whether 
these wealthy classes, represented by 
the Times customers, so greedy and vora­ 
cious for calumnies against Ireland, are 
fitted to make laws for Ireland. It is 
monBtrous that the House of Lords 
should have a decisive voice in such a 
matter, and Parnell no voice at all 
In his peroration, Morley reminded 
his hearers that the whole m atter rested 
with the nation, and th at the trium ph 
depended upon each one making himself 
a centre for right ideas. 


MR. r a r n e l l ' h s p e e c h . 
Parnell was unable to speak for several 
minutes, when he stood up, owing to the 
rounds of cheers. 
When quiet was 
restored, be immediately expressed his 
gratification, and went on to speak at 
length. 
In the course of his remarks he said . 
“ I will not enter into the details of the 
charges and allegations made by the 
Times, but, speaking generally, I w ant to 
know why, if these charges and allega­ 
tions had any foundation, the Govern­ 
ment of the country did not take them 
up themselves and investigate them by 
the machinery at their command, and if 
they wanted special machinery, why did 
not

started? 
It was at the very moment when Lord 
Carnarvon was inviting us to confer with 
him on the future government of Ireland, 
and on the new constitution—for tlieHe 
were his words in opening the conversa­ 
tion—-which was to be given to Ireland 
establishing her 
parliament. 
That 
was one of tjie reasons why this business 
of unearthing crime was left to amateurs 
(laughter), and a pretty mess they made 
of it. W hy, again, when Lord Carnarvon 
was driven from office, owing to the 
failure of his colleagues to carry out the 
pledges he 
had given us, with the 
charges strengthened by proofs of forged 
letters, did not the government under­ 
take the job? W hy. again, did not the 
government, instead of fighting behind 
the petticoats of the Times, say, boldly, 
’We think these m atters worthy of clear­ 
ing np, and will ourselves appoint a 
tribunal for the purpoee.’ 
But no, they 
had recourse to every subterfuge and 
dodge. 
Indeed, they pretended they 
had 
established 
a 
commission 
to 
enable 
me 
to disprove the letters. 
But 
they 
so 
carefully 
framed 
the term s of the act that the Times 


was enabled to 
compel us 
to ap­ 
pear in court, day after day, for nearly 
six months, for two actual sitting days of 
the Commission, while every charge, 
every allegation, devisable by the cupid­ 
ity and ingenuity of informers and jail 
birds against everybody else but our­ 
selves, was brought forward and investi­ 
gated, until, at length, they approached 
the letters most unwillingly, and gave us 
for tbe first time an opportunity. The 
skill of Sir Charles Russell Rnd other 
gentlemen was promptly used for ex­ 
posing w hat, without disrespect to the 
Judges, I shall veuture to call one of the 
most scandalous wastes of public time 
and money ever instituted under the 
guise of a judicial investigation, i Cheers.) 
"W hy do all our political opponents 
go to all tliis trouble to throw discredit 
upon the representatives of Ireland and, 
necessarily, upon th e'cau se they repre­ 
sent, and their allies? Well, I think 
the plain answer is because the people 
of England, not being in contact or com­ 
munication with, and not understanding 
the real wishes,[thoughts and aspirations 
of the people of Ireland, these men en­ 
deavor to lead them astray on every po­ 
litical question in Ireland.” 
Coming down to the question of gov­ 
ernment for Ireland, Mr. Parnell said : 
"The land question, for instance, is only 
one example of the bungle every English 
Government makes in an attem pt to 
rule Ireland from Westminster. 
Id o not 
say that the land question is the Irish 
question, but bring it forward as the 
most salient example of the unfortunate 
incapacity of the English Parliam ent to 
do justice to Ireland,” 
Referring to the history of the land 
question, the speaker proceeded : “ You 
English men and women ought to reflect 
when you read of tho forcible resistance 
made, in some cases, by Irish tenants 
against an armed force, that it is not 
real resistance, because it am ounts only 
to such resistance as a fly might make to 
an elephant about to crush it under its 
foot. 
(Cheers and laughter.) But when 
you hear these things yen must, reflect 
that, 
after 
all, 
these 
people 
ure 
being 
expelled 
from 
the 
homes 
which they built themselves, and which 
are their own property. 
You mi at 
see that it is sometimes not hum an na­ 
ture to endure and withstand this provo­ 
cation as passively as we desire they 
should, for the 6ake of the future of the 
country, 
and 
that sometimes 
their 
manhood revolts and they strike a blow 
in their own defense. It is an honor- 
anlo thought that I feel to-night that 
since the introduction of the great meas­ 
ure of 188G, Ireland has definitely turned 
her hack upon all base, hopeless and 
dpsperate courses; and that she is con­ 
fident 
th a t 
in 
the 
wavs of 
the 
constitution lies her safet’v, and un 
dur 
tho 
genius 
and 
guidance 
of 
that great and devoted 
Englishman. 
Gladstone (prolonged cheers) with the 
new hope that has come» into all our 
hearts and breasts, the day of 
the 
ultimate freedom of Ireland cannot be 
long deferred. 
We are now on the eve 
of a great popular upheaval—a move 
m ent which will not subside until you 
have enabled your great leader to carry in 
the Legislature of the Empire a mo sure 
which will give Ireland all legitimate 
control over her own future, her own in­ 
terests and her own welfare, without any 
shadow of harm or ill to your own greater 
interests.” 
Parnell resumed his seat am id loud 
and prolonged cheering.

St. Louis, March 13.—At 5 o’clock this 
afternoon, the Cattle Convention was 
■ailed to order and the committee on res­ 
olutions submitted a report recommend­ 
ing that all resolutions referred to yester­ 
day be laid on the table, which was 
done. The committee also begged leave 
to suggest th at, as the conference was 
called in referreuce to the beef and pork 
‘combine” or “ trust” as it is desig­ 
nated in the Kansas resolution, that is 
all there is for the convention to consider 
and in th e opinion cf tbe committee, the 
only effective way to reach it is by legis­ 
lation, if the same can be done without 
encroaching upon the organic law of the 
land. The report was adopted. 
The 
committee on needed legislation pre­ 
sented, as a desirable measure, the bill 
submitted by the Texas delegation, which 
will probably become a law in Texas. 
This bill deals with the definition of 
trusts” 
and 
the 
penalties to 
be 
inflicted for 
the 
violation 
of 
the 
act. 
The section defining trusts is 
as follows: 
“ To make or enter or carry 
out any contract or agreement of any 
kind or description by which they shall 
b nd or have bound them selves not to 
sell, dispose of or transport any article or 
commodity or article of trade, use, uier- 
handise, commerce or consumption, be­ 
low the common standard figures, or by 
which they shall agree, in any manner, 
to keep the price of said articles, com­ 
modity or transportation, at á fixed or 
graduated figure, or by which they shall 
in any m anner establish or settle the 
price of any article or commodity, or 
transportation between them or them ­ 
selves or others, to preclude free aud un­ 
restricted competition among themselves 
or others, or by which they shall agree 
to pool, combine, or unite any interest 
they may have in connection’with the 
sale or transportation of any such article 
or commodity, so that its price might, in 
any manner, be affected. 
The clause concerning the infliction oí 
puniehmeut provides that any corpora­ 
tion violating any of the provisions of 
the act shall forfeit its charter and fran­ 
chises, and its corporate existence shall 
cease. Any foreign corjjorations, under 
similar conditions, shall be denied the 
right to do business in the State. Any 
violation is also 
declared conspiracy 
against 
trade, 
and upon conviction 
carries a fine and imprisonment, the 
maximum being $5,000 and ten years. 
After a few slight changes the bill 
was adopted by the following vote: 
Yeas—Colorado 8, Iowa 8, Illinois 8, 
Indiana 8, Kansas 8, M innesota 8, Mis­ 
souri 6 2-5, Nebraeka 4, Texas 8. Nays 
—Missouri 1 3-5, Nebraska 4 
The vari­ 
ous delegations were pledged to recom­ 
mend tho bill to their Legislatures. 
The second bill introduced by the 
Committee on Needed Legislation, was 
practically the Nebraska bill providing 
for the appointm ent of local inspectors, 
and tho inspection of all cattle, sheep or 
swine, twentv-four hours before slaugh­ 
tering. Penalties are 
prescribed 
for 
evasions 
of inspection 
or the sale 
of 
meat taken 
from 
animals not 
inspected. 
It does not apply to canned, 
smoked, cured or salt meat9. 
A warm 
debate ensued, resulting in an adjourn­ 
ment till 8 i*. m . in order that the bill 
might be printed. The 
Texas 
men 
claimed th a t the adoption of the pream­ 
ble would be a fatal mistake as, if the 
Convention should announce to the world 
the necessity of legislating to protect 
home consumers againBt the sale of dis­ 
eased meat, in would result in shutting 
American meats out of all the foreign 
markets and be a eevei e blow to the 
producers. There was a lively discussion 
of the bill by sections at the evening ses- 
8011. 
After a prolonged debate, lasting until 
after iniduight, in which the Texas and 
Illinois delegates were bitterly opposed 
to the m easure, the bill was adopted by 
vote of 4(> 4 5 to 25.!.j, and the convention 
adjourned sine die.

8 . C ., March 1 3 .—Dr. 
McDow was Been to-day regarding the 
murder of Captain Daweon, and said 
‘Captain Dawson entered my office and 
used abusive language and knocked me 
down with his cane. I got up, and he 
was about to strike me again, when I 
■hot him .” 
McDow then went on to say that Daw­ 
son remained alive a half to three-quar­ 
ters of an hour, during which time he 
(McDow) remained in the room making 
up his m ind what to do. 
The discovery was made to-day that 
the doctor endeavored to dig a grave in a 
recess under the stairway. Finding he 
could not do so, because of obstructions, 
he gave himself up and pleaded self-de­ 
fense. 
McDow can show no marks of 
violence from being knocked down, as he 
asserts he was. All the flags in the city 
are at half-mast. Telegrams of sympathy 
are pouring in from all parts of the coun­ 
try. 
The funeral will be held at the 
Cathedral this afternoon.

they were not believed, as tbe surplus 
applicable to dividends amounted to less 
than 1 per cent. 
Heretofore the fiscal 
year of the company has been the same 
as the calendar year, and the dividends 
have always been calculated for the year 
ending December 31st. Tbe directors to­ 
day made a uividend possible by passing 
he following: 

By an act of tbe Legisla­ 
ture of Wisconsin, the date of tbe closing 
of the fiscal year has been changed from 
December 31st to June 30th; therefore

Resolved, That hereafter the yearly ac­ 
counts of the company shall be closed 
and the annual reportB of the Board of 
Directora shall be made for the year end­ 
ing June 30th, embracing the same pe­ 
riod as is now covered by the reports re­ 
quired by law to be made to tbe Inter­ 
state Commission and the Railway Com­ 
missions of the various States. 
After the passage of the preceding res­ 
olution, a dividend of $2 per share was 
declared on preferred Block, payable 
April 26th. This action of the Board will 
complete the relation of the common 
stock to the preferred stock. The pre­ 
ferred stock is entitled to dividends of 7 
per cent, per annum before tte common 
stock receives anything. If the dividend 
paid last spring of 2}.¿ per cent on com­ 
mon stock be charged to the earnings of 
the preceding year, and the dividend of 
2% per cent, declared last Septeml>er, be
